Much in the same way as in Eogland, and every-
where in Europe, the “citadini'’ are distinguishable from

imferiority of the countryman in the style of his clothes,
whether in Abyssinia or elsewhere, d.e‘penda not so much
on his taste ns on the igoorance of hia tailor, I ahall in
my description allude to the costumo of those who lead
the fashion—not of those who make ineffectual attempta
at follos it. If a stran were to attempt to do-
seribe the dress of an Foglishman, he ought surely to
choose his model at n good tailor’s.

The trousers are of a soft-textured but rather coarse
eotton stuff, made in the ecountry, and are of two sorts;
one called ' cdlliss," the other ‘ coumts.’’ The tormer
reaches half way down the cull of the leg, the Litter to
about three or four inches above the knee. Both, if the |
wearer be a dandy, are made skin tighi. T might enter
into a lopg secount of the peculinr (ashiona to which
thess trousers are subject, parts being doubled, parts
ningle. One year it may be the fashion to have the seam
at the side of the * cilliss, '’ below the knea, of abaut two
inches long only, before it branches off un the thigh;
while anotver year it will be lengthenod to six or cight
inches, The wns the measure at which I left it,
This, however, wan considered so very ultra fashionablo,
that, except Dejatch Shétou, myself, an! one or two
wthers, few dared {o attempt it.

apeciable elderly genilemen. 1 have bafore montioned
how poor Ehélon got turned out of his fathec's tent fora
Lt le too much of this exaggerntion in costume.

The belts vary in length from Afteen to sixty yarls,
and sre about oné yard in width. In qnantity of eotton
they are nearly all of the same welght, ad the very loog
enecs are in propor tion finer than the <bortes. An ordi-
mary soldier’s belt wall measure from thirty to forty cu
bits (fifteen to twenty yards)., The one I usuall
was seveuly cubits long (thirty five yards); while
great chiefi— among them Dejatch Welda Yesspus,
unele, who like glvipg themselven the trouble of t It
vound fora few minites every time they put on their
belts or tale them off—have thom as long ad ono hun-
dred and twonty cubits (sixty yards). The belt is worn
as a sori of defensive armor. 1 have heard mun assort
that it will protect its weerer not only from a club blow
or aword ¢ut, but even from the lance of an enemy ; whils
others, who deny that it would resist a fair stroke of a
lanee, approve of M as a protection against blows which
may plance off the shield or which, having plerced a0
shield, (as they oftendo, If from carolessuoss or clams.-
nees Loe lanee point be allowed to fall perpeadioularly on
it,) would otherwine wound, or mrhut:‘!

e ' quarry’ Is the principal article of Abwssinian
dress. 11 in of cotton, and very fine wnd soft—thosa of
the richier being finer but probably not wo serviceable s
those of the poorer class. It is made in three pieces;
each plece is about three feet Lroad by lifieen feel long.
Near botl ends of each pioco is a ru{ strip®, thve or six
incles broad. Tosew the three pieces or, one s
first taken and doubled carefully, so that the ral stripes
of each end come exactly together. A second piece (s
then taken, aud aleo folded, but inside out, and one half
of It laid under and the other half over the first plece, so
that the four red borders now come together. Uae eige
of this guadruple rloth is then sewed from top to botbom,
and the last mentioned piece in turned back, so that the
two together form one double eloth of two breadths. The
third pleco is now added in & similar manner, and, the
whaole formsa “‘quarry,'” which, lest my reader ahould
Bave got eonfused in the above description, is a white
double eloth, with a red border near the bottom only ; the
breadth of the ‘quarry’’ is nine feet by seven and a half
long. An inferior gquality of this cloth ia made of much
eoarser material, and without a stripe. This paases cur-
rent in the markets of Tigré, and Is In fact their
mooey; as mlt, the Ambirm ooin, and even dollars,
are here counted asarticles of commerce. The lower
elass of pervants and working people wear these
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inferior clotha stitched her on common Ocea-
slons, and perhaps have for ﬂnmla{ best & ‘welda
Gaber" or cheap ‘‘gqoarry’” with s bloe strips. But

above all s the “‘mergell,’” a sort of cloth made after
the fashion of the firet mentioned one, but of such fAne-
mess that it requires to be of six pieces instoad of three
hg{ﬂ\ it suffaient body, and is worn quadraple instead
of donble. Tta stripe or border is of red, yellow, and
Blue silk, neatly worked togethior, iostead of plain red
eotton. Buech an artiele of finery is, of course worn
only by ladies and some few great men.

Before sleeping, the mon take off their belts and trou-
sers withoul disarranging their cloth, which is of jtaslf
sufficient to k them ¥ coversd; and the women
likewise divest themeslves of their shirts, A bachelor
rolls himeelf up in his eloth—bend, feel, face, and all
eompletely coversd up. Thin I found at fiest & rather
disgreeable mode of rleeping, but soon got asenstomad
1o it, and ultimalely even proferred it to any other, Mar.
ried couples sleep in the same manner—that s, quite
maked, but rolled wp close togefher in a sort of i:ydm
pathic dry pack, or double mummy fashion.

DETAINING GOODS UNDER FALEE PRETENCES.

John H. Keyser against William H. Harbeck,
Jokn H, Harbeck, Sam!l. Ward, 'man M. Price,
and Lowis Deitz—This was an action to rec ver
$4,000, the value of udmtmhued from the plin-
tiff under alleged false pretences. It ap) that
in April, 1850, a person named Peas applied to (Eur-
clnse from Keyeer a quantity of hardware for Cali-
fornin, and said that he wanted it for a wealthy
house in Wall strect, who did not wish to be known
aa trading with California, and that he would pa
for it in cash ns soon as the Vd.l were put on boar:
the vessel. He said that Ward and Price wore
his principals. On this representation some of the

ds were put on board a vessel for California; but
E:E]re all the goodsevere shipped, Keyrer applied to
Pens for the money, and he sald that his principals
(Ward and Price) would not pay for them until they
received the ship's receipt for all the goods. Keyser
continw®l to deliver the gocds, and Peas took re-
ceipts for them from the ca of the vessel, but did
not pay the money to plaintiff, who then made appli
cation” to Ward and ce, who, it appeared, had
also been deceived. Peas had ssked shem to ad-
vance money on goods for California, and they
agreed to advance ity cent, and took the re-
ceipts he got for the g , supposing that he was
the owner of them, and on those receipts they ’F,‘
the bill of lading from the master of the ship. The
plaintift then applied to them for the googn. and
they offered to assign the bill of lnding to him o1
being paid their advances. A demand was the |
made for the goods by the plaintifl, but themast
of the vessel would not give them without gettir ;
back the bills of lading,

Judge Bosworth delivered an elaborate opinion
in this case, of which the followingis a ab-
stract :—* The question argued at the general tern
by the counsel of all the parties, aa being the princi-
pal one arising in the cause, is this: Can a party
who has been fraudulently induced to sell and de-
liver goods by means of {alse pretences, indictable
under the Revised Statutes, them from c.¢
who has bona fide bought and obtained Rn-lan
of them from the fraudulent vendee? e plain-
tifl"s couneel insists that when a puﬂe{ Is deprived
of his goods by acts mmmtiﬂz to a felony at com:
mon law, his title cannot be divested by a sa'e to a
bena fide purchaser. This is not denied. But he
also insists that the Revised Statutes have made the
obtaining of goods by false pretences a felony, and
that it folluws that the general rules of law ap:
cable to the rights of an owner of property felonivus-
Iy taken, are spylicable with equal foroe to property
teken from him by false Em‘wcr_@. indi by the
Hevieed Statotes. The defendants eoncede that a
party who has been deprivod of Lis property by acts
smounting to a felony at common law may reclaim
them from one who has bowa fide bought them
from the felon. But they insist, that when the
owner has delivered them to a third person, intend-
ing at the tinmie of the delivery to part with
his title to such person, though he may have beon
induced to ver them with such inteat,
by fraud or false pretences, he cannot reclaim them
from one who may have bdna fide bought them from
the person to whom they were so delivered, * *

* * I think the deflnition of the term “felony,”
found in the statute, was enacted for the mere pur-
pose of giving it a deflnite when found in
statutory law, and without any i of affecting
by it the rights or liabilities of third persons, result-
ing from ordinary and bona fide transactions bétween
them and nny one who may have obtained the pro-
perty to which the lrwmt{amrolm, mﬂa which
were not a felony at common law, but w s by the
Revised Statutes, may probably be an offence coming
within the definition ol afelony. * * = * From
the manner in which the cause was submitted to the
Jury, It s quite ‘evident that the counsel for the
plaintiff did not suppose that there was any evidence
on which e could anticipate a verdict, that the de-
fendants, Ward and Price, did not advance in good
fuith, or that there was any use to have the question
submitted. We do not think that the evidence dis-
closes n knowledge on their part of any facts or cir-
cumstances which make it proper to grant o new
trial for the pu of haviog that question sab-
mitted.
